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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 16-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

For example, claim 16, lines 5-12 is unclear because the Applicant's 
representative is claiming a plurality of times the phrases "a first circumferential band" 
and "a second circumferential band". The Examiner is not clear if the Applicant's 
representative is trying to claim more than one first band or second band or is referring to 
the same bands. If the Applicant's representative is trying to claim more than one first or 
second band, then the Applicant's representative has to name those bands differently in 
order to differentiate each different band. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted 
on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant 
for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall 
have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the 
international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) of such 
treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1-37 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Allen et 
al US Patent Pub. 2001/0016770. 
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Allen et al discloses a stent having serpentine circumferential bands connected 
one to the other, the bands include first serpentine circumferential bands (58) and second 
serpentine circumferential bands (3). The first and second bands are connected by a 
plurality of longitudinal connectors (50). 

Every first serpentine circumferential band being adjacent to a second serpentine 
circumferential band and every second serpentine circumferential band being adjacent to 
a first serpentine circumferential band, 

Additionally, the distal most openings of the stent being at least partially, bounded 
by a first serpentine circumferential band and at least partially bounded by a second 
serpentine eircumferenfial band. 

Finally, at least one opening being bound by the serpentine circumferential bands 
other than a second serpentine circumferential band (see Figure below). 
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Regarding claim 34, the Examiner interpreted the claim as follow: 




Wherein the first bend and the second bend are oriented to the same direction and 
pointing away from the cell.
